Kenosha got a raw deal from. . some 
one on Saturday, for just about:three, 
o'clock in the afternoon It waa found 
that there was not a ponnd of ice- to 
be bought in the citv. Orders given by 
the Independent Ice company of Kenof- 
aha to the Consumers Ice company of 
Chicago with which the Kenosha com- 
pany had a contract for five thousand 
tons of ice to be used during the season 
were not filled and the entire visible 
BUpply of the frozen necessity in Keno- 
sha was disposed of early Saturday af- 
ternoon. The wifeons of thfa company 
went through the streets empty while 
Jhe officiala of the company were busy 
seeking to find out why the uaual cars 
of ice did not come from Sllverlake. 
Then they got a letter telling them 
that the Consumers company could not 
fill the orders. Hurried orders were 
aent to other companies while the man- 
agers of the company appealed to the 
officials of the county for aid. Even 
the profered fancy prices failed to get 
the needed article. 

One single cor of ice sent to Kenosha 
by the Haegle company Saturday af- 
ternoon was on the tracks near the 
Northwestern station and hundreds of 
people, stormed the car. They hauled 
the ice away In automobiles and baby 
buggies, they carried it in baskets and | 
in their arms and it was handed out' 
freely by the officials of the . Kenosha 
company. 

Motor trucks were sent'liither and 
tliither to get ice which was the imper- 
ative need of people who were sick. 
The ice houses out at Anderson park 
were opened and they helped fill the 
demand. The officials of the Independ- 
ent company sent men out in automo- 
biles to plead with the people at the 
lakes to send ice to suffering Kenosha. 



Saturday the cottagers at Beach 
Grove assembled in gala array in front 
of Donker's to watch their first Water 
Carnival.

To kin a Mania, 
sclontllic numo for 
(levun.sh, perfect hamUlnK of the 
boat Is iiecessury and a proper crew Is 
the llrst fonsldcrntlim In eqiiipplns au 
expedition. In my 20 yi'iirs' experi- 
ence nP nshlutt ofC the const of North 
Carolina, I have always nuide np my 
cro'w frtnn the native market llshornieii, 
In preference to the unities and hont- 
nien usually employed hy sportsmen. 
On this occasion, In addition to Capt. 
Charlie Willis. 1 was fortunate In ho- 
curlu^' the Rcrvlces of Capt. .lohn Mc- 
Cann of Puntu Gorda, I-Ma., beyond 
question the best-known and most elU- 
clent ilshcnaan im the Florida coast, 
and ho f^elocted the three other mem- 
bers of the crew — all yount; men, 
trutncil. active, and without fear. Cap- 
tain SIcCunn also furnlsbed the boat, 
which was a smiill 0-foot, open boat 
with an elpbt-horse power BnsoUno en- 
gine. The -construction, however, of 
this Ilttio bout was extra strong, or It 
would have been \vreckcd by the terri- 
fic pounding It received. 

Tho men were nearly perfect for the 
positions which tbcy were to fill, know- 
ing what to do no mutter w*but condi- 
tion mlKht arlso; therefore not much 
time was reqtdred In training the crew. 
On such an expedlUon It Is necessnry 
for every man to move Instantly when 
tho word la given, like part of n per- 
fect nmchlne, for I cannot turn my 
head when the fight is on. 

When tho boat passed out through 
Captive Inlet Into the Gulf of Mexico, 
the water wns so thick that a Mantu 
would have had to rise to tho surface 
to be seen, and I posted three men to 
keep close wutch, one on each side of 
the boat, and one behind us, while I 
watched In front. 

We had run down tho full length of 
tho coast of Captive Island and were 
about a mile off the 'shore of Sanlbel 
Island atui In front of Blind Tass, 
when there came, suddenly and with- 
out warning, a most terrific shock, 
which threw the four of .us who were 
standing to our hands and knees for a 
fraction of a second. Tho boat, whlcli 
was running at full speed, hud met the 
head of a Manta, rising to the surface 
and condng toward us at moderate 
speed. The shock of the collision was 
so great that It almost stopped tlie 
headway of the boat, and Its bow was 
lifted mor6 than a foot out of the wn- 
ter; but our speed curried the boat up 
over the high part of tho back of the 
Mnnta just as tho two great black fins 
were flung Madly Into the air, almost 
meeting over our heads and deluging 
us with many gallons of water. Then 
tho two fins crashed down on the sur- 
face. of the sea with a noise that could 
have boon heard for miles, and tlie 
Manta- Instantly repeated the perform- 
ance us I yelled to the engineer, "Keep 
her going,'* Just us the boat was slid- 
ing from the bock of the creature, nn- 
other huge Mnnta nished up from be- 
low, striking full on our port bow with 
sufllclent force to spin the boat around 
imtll Its dlroctlon'was almost reversed. 
At one time nil fonr of the great black 
pectoral fins were towering above us, 
and large quantities of water wore 
fiung Into the boat. First the head and 
then the stern of the boat was highest 
ns It was pitched from side to side, and 
then T heard the chug, chug, chug of 
the racing propeller blades us they 
gushed the tip of tho pectorul fin of 
the first Monla. The engineer kept the 
engine going at full speed, but the pro- 
peller blades were not catching tho wa- 
ter now, and for a short distance we 
were carried upon the brouil backs of 
the two monster devils of the sea. 

I fully reallxod tho danger, as did 
every one of the men with mo In that 
little boat, but every man lUled his 
place perfectly and there was no out-

ment, for I- had a crew composed of 
men who show at their best only In 
time of danger. Scarcely a word was 
spoken until, In the midst of a wild 
upheaval of the two nnidly frightened 
Manta beneath us, tho boat wns Hung 
from their backs and was turning over, 
when I shouted. "High side I" which or- 
der was instantly obeyed, two of the 
men, except for an arm and a leg, 
throwing themselves entirely out of tho 
bout. 

The boat struck head llrst and 
shipped a lot of water over her bow, 
but we were now clear of the two Man- 
ta, who raced together on the surface 
for a short distance. 

These two Atlanta appeored to have 
Ipst all fear of the bout and Its occu- 
pants; we were many times In touch- 
ing dIstancQ of them and they both 
passed under the boat several times. 
The first was a fenuile, well above 15 
feet In width, and I was about to at- 
tack It, when I saw, nearly a mile 
awuy, the largest Mimta that I have 
ever seen. It was on the surface so I 
ran tlio boat down to' It, and never 
have I wanted to kill nny one thing 
quite as badly as I wanted to kill thut 
great flsh, for it wns fully 21 feet In 
width and must have weighed not less 
than 12,000 pounds, I was uncertain 
however, as to Its gender, and u fe- 
nuile was absolutely necessary. 

She was now swtnnning on or near 
the surface with nnite following, al- 
most toucidng her all the time, and, 
with all ready, we moved to the attack. 
As she was passing, quartering across 
our bow, I gave the word. Charlie and 
I drove our harpoons deep Into her 
broad back; then, with a great splash 
of her fins, she plunged below and 
ahead. As the drogue was snntohed 
under. It threw water high In the air 
and the shock was so great that It 
brought the great ray to tho surface 
In that awkward, wheeling, edgewise 
leap that Miinta make, after the man- 
ner of n wheel turning over. Before 
Its tall hud reached the perpendicular, 
I and all of my crew saw an embryo, 
folded In cylindrical form, thrown high 
In the air, and 1 heard Captain Jack 
exclaim, "Dhl you see that? The young 
one has n tall longer than the old one I" 
Tho embryo quickly unfolded Its fins 
and, catching the air horizontally, Its 
descent was retarded until after the 
mother fish hud disappeared beneath 
the surface. 

When I had hurled my harpoon and 
ri'ucbed behind me, the spnde lance 
had been Instantly placed In my bund, 
but as I saw thU embryo feebly Hup- 
ping on tho surface, I passed back the 
spade lance and yelled "Give me an 
Iron, quick I" (the harpoon Is always 
called an Iron) and while not five sec- 
onds were tfiken In the exchange, that 
was too long, for n? I threw back my 
band to strike, the male swept tho em-' 
bryo beneath the surface with one of 
Itfl fins, 

I passed hack the harpoon and seized 
tho spade lance, as I saw the wounded 
female, now on the surface, charging 
down on us at highest speed. I was 
forced to strike Instantly and there 
was not sulllelent time to clear up thu 
line attached to tho lance handle, so 
the point of the spade lance wiis slight- 
ly deflected, with the result that the 



fatal spot was missed by a few Inches. 
However, the force of the blow, whlcli 
was delivered with both hands without 
releasing the handle, was so great, tlmt 
It depressed the . creature's head, and 
the head-on collision did not crush In 
the side of the bout us It probably 
would have done otherwise. The top 
of tlic head struck the bottom of the 
boat, breaking the lance baadle short 
off agalast the side, and 1 was con- 
fronted with a very serious defect in 
my equipment. I had acquired, by 
years of work with tho lance, such 
confidence In my ability to place It 
where I desired that I hud not thought 
It necessury to provide more than ono 
spade lance; but now my fish was very 
much alive and fighting mud and I 
was without a spade lance. 

The water was so thick that tho 
Manta could not be seen until very 
near the surface, but Charlie kept tho 
slack of his Imrpoon hauled In and the 
line showed the direction In which the 
fish was traveling under water.

Then the dying Manta raised her head 
against tho side of the boat and gave a 
loud liarsh bark or cough, and as I ex- 
claimed, "Watch her eyes looking two 
ways at once!", the stricken creature 
slowly rolled one of her eyes, until 
with that one only, she seemed to look 
ut ull of us behind her In the boat. 

Before strlklug tho Manta I had 
looked at my watch and called out the 
time, ond us the big fish died, I nguin 
pulled It out and asked, "How long?" 
Not one of the crew plocod the time of 
the fight at less than two hours and 
wiien I told them that It hod taken on- 
ly 22 minutes, they wonted to see If 
the watch had not stopped. Tho flght 
was now over, the great female Maptn 
that we had couio for was dead; but 
there was still a man-sized Job In front 
of us and wo at onco nnule tho fish 
fust to our stern and headed for Blind 
Pass, more than a mile away.

Tbe roadH 
wero reprcHculed by the nntlonnl con- 
ference coniuiittce of tbe rullwayH und 
the employeoy by the executive olli- 
ccrH and general chairmen of the four 
brotliorlioodH. The conferenco lantcd 
two '-weeks. Tbe brotherhood ieiidora 
refused to consider any modincatinn of 
tlielr demands arrd the rallrondB were 
unwilling to grant a furflier large In- 
creaae lu wages to the LiglieBt paid 
clafls of their employees without a 
inundate from some trlhnnul reproBont- 
Ing the public. On .luno 15 tbe con- 
ference committee gave the brother- 
lioodB a formal reply declining , to 
grunt the demonda. but propoHing that 
tbo entire controveray be settled, pref- 
erably by BubmlsBlon of the entire 
question to the Interstate commerce 
commlsaion or else by nrhitratlou un- 
der the Newlnnds law. Both plana for 
a settlement were rejected by the 
brotherhood leaders, who announced 
their Intention of taking a strike vote 
and returning for another conference 
enrly in August.

The hont struck head Ilrst and, 
shipped a lot of water over her bow, 
but we were now clear of the two Man- 
ta, who raced together on tho surface 
for a short distance. 

These two Manta appeared to have 
lost ull fear of tho hoat und Its occu- 
pants; we were'mnny times in touch- 
ing distance of them and they l»oth 
passed under the boat several times. 
The flrst was a female, well above li> 
feetln width, nnd I was about to at- 
tack it, when I suw, nearly a mile 
away, the largest Slanta that I have 
over seen. It was on the surface so I 
ran the boat down to It, and never 
have I wanted to kill nny one thing 
quite as badly as I wanted to kill that 
great flsb, for It wijs fully 21 feet In 
width and must have weighed not less 
than 12,000 pounds. I, was nnoertuln 
however, as to Its gender, and a fe- 
nmle was absolutely necessary. 

She was now swimming on or near 
the surface with mate following, al- 
most touching her all the time, and, 
with all ready, wo moved to the attack. 
As Kho was passing, quartering across 
our bow, I gave the word. Charlie and 
I drove our' harpoons deep Into her 
broad back; then, with a groat splash 
of her flns, she plunged below and 
ahead. As the droRue was snatched 
under. It threw water high In tlie air 
and -the shock was so great that It 
brougiit the great ray to the surface 
In that awkward, wheeling, edgewise 
leap that Manta make, after the man- 
ner of a wlieol turning over. Before 
Its tall had reached tho perpendicular, 
I and all of my crew saw an ombryo. 
folded In cylindrical form, thrown high 
In tlie air, and I heard Captain Jack 
exclaim, "Did you see that? Tho young 
one has a tall longer than tho old one 1" 
The embryo quickly unfolded Its tins 
and. catching tho air horizontally, Its 
descent was retarded until after tho 
mother flsh had disappeared beneutli 
the surface' 

When I had hurled my harpoon nnd 
reached i)ohlnd me. tho spado lance 
had been instantly placed In my hand, 
but as I saw this embryo feebly Hap- 
ping on the surface..! passed back the 
spade lance nnd yelled "Give me an 
iron, quick!" (tlie harpoon Is always I 
called an Iron) and while not live sec- 
onds were taken in tlie exchange, that 
was too long, for as I threw back my 
linnd to strike, the male swept the em- 
bryo benouth the surface with oao of 
Its'llns. 

1 passed Imck the harpoon and seized 
the spade lance, as I saw the wounded 
female, now on tho surface, charging 
down on us at highest speed, I was 
forced to strike Instantly and there 
was not suniclent time to clear up the 
line attached to the lance handle, so 
tho point of the spado lance was slight- 
ly deflected, with tho result that the 



fatal spot was missed by a few inches. 
llowevcr, the force of tho blow, wldch 
was delivered with both hands without 
roleaslug the handled, was so great, that 
It depressed the creature's head, and 
the heud-on collision did not crash In 
the side of the boat as it probably 
would, have done otherwise. The top 
of the head struck the bottom of tlm 
boat, breaking tlic lance handle short 
off against the side, and I was con- 
fronted with a very serious defect In 
my equipment, I had acquired, by 
years of work with the lance, such 
confldence In ray ability to pluco It 
where I desired that I had not thought 
It necessary to provide more ih an ono 
spade lance; but now my Ash was very 
much alive and nghtliig mnd and I 
was ^^ithout a spade lance. 

The water was so thick that tlio 
Manta coidd not be seen imtll , very 
near the surface, hut Charlie kept tho 
slack of bis harpoon hauled In and the 
lino showed the direction in which the 
Ilsh was traveling under wutcr. Cap- 
tain Jack steered the boat, which was 
kept running, nnd that it was well 
handled Is shown by tho fact that not 
onco In more than a dozen rushes did 
the devllflsh reach the surface without 
finding our boat on her back. Each 
time I drove tho lance through her 
heart or brain one or more times, and 
after Uio flglit she showed 23 such 
wounds. 

Through all this .flght there was ono 
uncertain and disturbing factor thiit 
we were not In a position to guard 
against— namely, that tho groat male 
mate of the wounded Manta kept near 
us until tho flght was over and three 
times nearly capsized us by pushing 
the boat from the back of Uie female. 
Once, Just after we had boon nearly 
capsized by n heavy blow from tho 
head of the male, and when the female 
was flgiiling most violently, when we 
wero all covered with the blood of our 
victim and the boat was abnost filled 
with water, tho youngest member of 
the crew (Luther Dixon), thinking that 
the end for all of us was near, tried to 
force a hurpoon Into my hand as ho 
screamed.

Then the dying Manta raised her head 
against the side of tlie boat and gave a 
loud harsh bark or cough, and as I ex- 
claimed. "Watch her eyes looking two 
ways at once!'*, tho stricken creature 
slowly rolled one of her eyes, until 
with that one only, she soomod to look 
at all of us behind her In tho boat, . 

Before striking tho Mnnta I had 
looked nt my watch and called out the 
time, nnd as tho big Ilsh died. I again 
pulled it out and asked, "Mow long?" 
Not ono of tho crew placed the time of 
tho flght nt less than two hours and 
when I told them that It had taken on- 
ly 22 minutes, they wanted to see if 
tho watch had not stopped. The flght 
was now over, the great female Manta 
that we had come for was dead; but 
there was still a man-sized Job In front 
of us nnd we at onco made the flsh 
fast to our stern and headed for Blind 
Pass, more than a milo away.
